In 1861 The Book of House 
bold 
Management 
by 
Mrs. 
Isabella Beet on was published 
in England. Mrs. Beeton came 
to a sad end, her publisher 
husband close to bankruptcy, 
she herself succumbing with 
her fourth child at thirty-one. 
Her book, however, continued 
to flourish. A facsimile of the 
first edition has just been pub 
lished in New York and the 
publishers claim that it is per 
haps the biggest selling cook 
ery book of all time. 
The recipes range from soup 
to desserts with a passing look 
at invalid cookery and dishes 
for children, and they are well 
worth 
study. 
When 
I 
first 
looked at Mrs. Beeton, how­ 
ever, I was more interested in 
the wages and duties of ser­ 
vants, the butler, housekeeper, 
lady’s maid, housemaid, and 
so on, down to the poor little 
slavey called, justly enough, 
tiie maid of all work. 
The maid of all work was 
paid from seven and one half 
to 11 pounds a year, in those 
days from $38 to $55. Every 
year. It would be impossible, 
in the space of this comment, 
to list all of the duties ex 
pected of her, hut I will tell 
most of what she was sup 
posed to get through by dinner 
time, dinner being served in 
the middle of the day. Mrs. 
Beeton 
explained 
t h a t 
a 
knowledgeable girl rose early 
around six o’clock, in order to 
get her big chores done and 
breakfast 
on 
the 
table 
by 
eight. She opens the shutters 
and windows, brushes up her 
range, lights the fire, cloans 
the hearth, and polishes the 
bright parLi of the stove. She 
puts on the kettle, then to the 
dining room, where she rolls 
up the rug. takes up the fen 
der, and sweeps the room, 


carrying the dirt toward the 
fireplace. Her lire made and 
the grate tidied, she must dust 
the tables and chairs, not for 
getting the legs. If there are 
ornaments here and there she 
must lift them up and dust 
under them. 
After the room is in order 
she lays the table for break 
fast. Now she sweeps the hall, 
polishes the door knocker, and 
cleans the 
boots. 
Yes, 
she 
does. She now puts on a clean 
white apron and waits for her 
mistress to come downstairs. 
She will then carry the urn 
to the dining room where her 
mistress will make the tea or 
coffee and even boil the eggs. 
But the maid of all work must 
cook the bacon, kidneys, fish, 
or what have you, presenting 
them on a clean plate nicely 
garnished with parsley. 
Beds to open next, rooms to 
air, 
slops to empty, 
being 
careful to wash the vessels 
with hot water and wipe them 
with a clean cloth. She then 
tidies up the breakfast room 
and goes back to her beds, at 
which her mistress may give 
her a hand. The drawing room 
must bo swept and dusted, not 
forgetting to clean out the 
ashes and make up the fire. 


After 
she 
has 
made 
the 
rounds of the house, she goes 
to the kitchen and begins to 
cook the dinner. “ By exercis­ 
ing a little forethought," Mrs. 
Beeton says, "much confusion 
and trouble 
may 
be saved 
both to mistress and servant, 
by getting everything ready 
for the dinner in good time." 
Phis maid of all work, rush 
ihg with the speed of light 
from one task to another, is 
likely to be thirteen years old. 
Is it any wonder that domes 
tic service has fallen so low, 
or that it is now paid, by com­ 
parison with our little girl, so 
astronomically much more?
